It was Miss Jones’s first experience in teaching. She 
brought to her aid a good qualification in the common 
branches, and tried yery hard to make her school successful. 
The indications of advancement were such as to merit com- 
mendation. During the second term some difficulty arose, 
which resulted in the withdrawal of a number of the schol- 
ars. The five who were present at the close manifested evi- 
dence of having been well instructed: Itis to be regretted 
that any unimportant matter should be allowed to detain 
Scholars froin the school, for in our smaller districts, 
especially, not one can well be spared. 


Lirtite Hitt, No.6. . Swnmer Term. Miss Ella M. Sabin, 
teacher: Length of school in weeks, 6; wages. per. month, 
$20 ;. average attendance, 12; whole number of scholars 14. 

Fall Term. Same teacher. Length of school in weeks, 7; 
wages of teacher per: month, men number of scholars, 16; 
average attendance, 14. 

The first two terms were under the management of a 
teacher who sought to promote the intellectual’ and moral 
welfare of her school. By her own judicious and courteous 
deportment, she won the confidence of her pupils and pre- 
sented a worthy model for their imitation. The advance- 
ment in knowledge was such as to indicate good improve- 
ment of.the time: 

Winter Term: Miss Clara A. Putney, teacher. Length of 
term in weeks, 8; wages per month, $22; number of scliol-_ 
ars, 16; average attendance, 14. 

This term was no less ‘profitable than those which’ preced- 
ed it. Very perceptible improvement was made in the re- 
spective classes, and the deportment of the scholars was, 
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in general, satisfactory. We think the district has been 
fortunate in its selection of teachers for the year. 


Waite Puan, No. 7. Miss Emma L. Connor, teacher. 
Summer Term. Length in weeks,8; wages per month, $16; 
number of scholars, 11; average attendance, 9. 


Winter Term. . Length in weeks, 7; wages per month, 
$17; number of scholars, 14; average attendance, 12. 


Miss Connor makes a speciality of securing good order in 
her schools at the commencement. Having accomplished 
this, she found no difficulty in imparting useful and perma- 
nent instruction. The school, during both terms, was pro- 
ductive of good results, and satisfactory to the district. 


Basuan, No. 8. Summer Term. Miss Mattie George, 
teacher. Length in weeks, 8; wages of teacher per month, 
$22 ; number of scholars, 22; average attendance, 184. 

The school commenced under favorable circumstances, 
and avery profitable term was predicted. In consequence 
of sickness it closed abruptly, and its appropriate wonky was 
necessarily left incomplete. 

Winter Term.. Mr. John Rankin, teacher. Length of 
school in weeks, 12; wages per month, $28; number of 
scholars, 21; average attendance, 18. 

The following observations are from the teacher’s register : 
‘‘ This has been a pleasant school, and I trust a profitable 
one. The scholars seem to be interested in their studies. 
I think the school will compare favorably with most district 
schools. ‘The multiplicity of classes is detrimental to the 
interest of the school in some degree, but think the teacher 
next term will have no difficulty in reducing the number of 
classes.”” Mr. R. seeks to employ the best methods in the 
instruction and management of his school. Some scholars 
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made good progress; others might have done better. The 
government was, to a considerable degree, effective. 


Putney District, No. 9. Swmmer Term. Miss Clara A. 
Putney, teacher. Length of school in weeks, 10; wages per 
month, $20 ; number of scholars, 25 ; average attendance, 21. 

The teacher is a resident of the district. Owing to this 
fact it was feared that some prejudice might be awakened 
that would prove unfavorable to the welfare of the schocl. 
If such existed it seemed to vanish as the term progressed, 
and at the close we heard the school spoken of only in terms 
of approbation. The instruction was accurate, and wisely 
adapted to the condition and wants of the scholars. 

Winter Term. Mr. Albert S. Batchellor,teacher. Length 
of school in weeks, 9; wages per month, $30; number of 
scholars, 37 ; average attendance, 314. 

Absence from town prevented us from visiting this school 
at its close; but from visits previously made, and informa- 
tion otherwise received, we think the teacher fully sustained 
the good reputation he had won in a former term. Length 
of term, including private school, 12 weeks. 


SELECT SCHOOLS. 


A term of select school was taught in District No. 7, by 
Miss Mattie George. Length, 8 weeks ; number of scholars, 
10. One in District No. 9, by Miss Emma L. Paige. Both 
of these were well conducted, and acceptable to their patrons.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


Education does not commence in the school-room. Pa 
rental influence often has much to do in the formation of 
manners, habits, and dispositions, that will continue long as 
life lasts. Very much of the home life is reproduced at 
school. .Then let us make those homes attractive. Teach 
the little ones a love of truth, virtue, order, neatness, and 
whatever is of good report. These will form a strong 
barrier against the temptations of vicious companions, and 
a sure foundation for a character that will be an honor to 
its possessor and a blessing to the world. What we do for 
the children must be done quickly, for in a comparatively 
short time they will pass beyond our reach. When they 
depart from the old homestead, let them go feeling that they 
are leaving the dearest friends and the brightest spot behind. 
Let them realize that parental affection has tenderly watched 
over them, and has ever united with the teacher in earnest 
efforts to prepare them for the stern duties and responsibili- 
ties of life. 

_ The teacher must be something more than a mere hireling. 
In view of the imperishable nature of the task to be accom- 
plished, we are persuaded that only those should: teach who 
are well qualified and can devote their whole attention to 
the work. Ability to instruct in the simple routine of the 
text book is not enough. New ideas must be awakened, 
latent powers developed, energies aroused, until the young 
student will go forward in quest of knowledge with that 
invincible determination which is sure to win success. Let 
him. be reminded that precious opportunities are passing, 
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that the golden moments are dropping one by one, and that 


what we do here will inevitably determine what we shall be 
hereafter. 


‘‘ Each fateful moment flying, is a fetter fastly linking 
The life we partly know with the life we do not see, 

And the word that we are speaking, and the thought that we are thinking, 
Will face us with their issues in the long eternity.” 


_ Wecannot more appropriately close this report than by 
exhorting our fellow citizens to constant vigilance in their 
endeavors to promote the welfare of the common school ; 
for to the intelligence, the virtue, the patriotism, and the 
piety of the rising generation must we look for the mainte- 
nance of our free institutions, and the enc of the 
fondest hopes of mankind.
